JOINT  AGREEMENT  OF  CONSOLIDATION. 


APRIL,  1900. 


THIS  INDENTURE,  Made  and  entered  into  on  the  18th. 
day  of  April,  A.  D.  1900,  between 

The  Norfolk  and  Carolina  Rail  Road  Company,  a 
corporation  created  and  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
States  of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina,  party  of  the  first 
part; 

The  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Rail  Road  Company, 
a  corporation  created  and  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina,  party  of  the  second  part; 

The  South  Eastern  Rail  Road  Company,  a  corpora- 
tion created  and  organized  .under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
North  Carolina,  party  of  the  third  part; 

The  Atlantic  Coast  Link  Railroad  Company  of 
South  Carolina,  a  corporation  created  and  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  States  of  South  Carolina  and  North 
Carolina,  party  of  the  fourth  part;  and 

The  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  op 
Virginia,  a  corporation  created  and  organized  under  the 
laws  of  the  States  of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina,  party  of 
the  fifth  part : 

Whereas,  The  Railroad  Companies,  parties  hereto,  have 
heretofore  been  operated  as  separate  companies  under  the 
system  known  as  the  "Atlantic  Coast  Line,"  and  it  is  de- 
sired that  all  of  said  companies  shall  be  consolidated  into 
one  company  ;  and 

Whereas,  By  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Vir- 
ginia entitled  "An  Act  to  authorize  the  Atlantic  Coast 
Line  Railroad  Company  of  Virginia  to  change  its  name, 
and  to  increase  the  number  of  its  directors  and  officers;  to 


authorize  said  company  to  increase  its  capital  stock,  and  to 
issue  bonds  and  secure  the  same  by  one  or  more  mortgages, 
and  to  authorize  the  leasing  by  it  and  the  consolidation 
therewith  of  other  corporations;  and  otherwise  to  enlarge 
its  powers,"  approved  on  the  12th.  day  of  January,  A.  J). 
1900,  it  was,  among  other  things,  enacted  as  follows  : 

"  That  in  addition  to  the  powers  which  it  now  possesses, 
the  said  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  of  Vir- 
ginia shall  have  and,  from  time  to  time,  as  occasion 
arises,  may  exercise  the  following  powers,  or  any  of  them — 
namely  : 

"(a).  That  with  the  approval  of  its  stockholders,  by  a 
resolution  adopted  at  a  meeting  by  the  affirmative  vote  of 
those  owning  or  representing  at  least  three-fourths  of  the 
entire  capital  stock  of  the  company,  it  may,  from  time  to 
time,  lease,  use,  operate,  consolidate  with  itself,  or  pur- 
chase or  otherwise  acquire,  any  railroad  or  transportation 
company  now  or  hereafter  incorporated  by  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  any  of  the  states  thereof,  or  any  one  or 
more  of  such  railroad  or  transportation  companies,  or  any 
other  railroad  or  transportation  company  or  companies 
which  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be  leased,  or  used,  or  op- 
erated by,  or  consolidated  with  any  one  or  more  of  such 
railroad  or  transportation  companies  ;  and  from  time  to 
time  it  may  consolidate  with  its  capital  stock,  property 
and  franchises,  by  change  of  name  or  otherwise,  the  capital 
stock,  property  and  franchise  of  any  other  railroad  or  trans- 
portation company,  power  being  hereby  granted  to  any 
railroad  or  transportation  company  or  companies  incor- 
porated by  or  under  any  Act  or  Acts  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  Virginia,  with  the  approval  of  its  stock- 
holders by  a  resolution  adopted  at  a  meeting  by  the  affirm- 
ative vote  of  those  owning  or  representing  at  least  three- 
fourths  of  the  entire  capital  stock  of  the  company,  to  make 
and  carry  out  such  contracts  of  consolidation,  or  lease,  sale, 
or  other  methodj  of  acquisition."  And  by  §  4  of  the  said 
Act  it  is  further  enacted  :  "  4.  That  the  said  Company  shall 
have  the  light  at  any  time,  with  the  approval  of  its  stock- 


holders  by  a  resolution  adopted  at  a  meeting  by  the 
affirmative  vote  of  those  owning  or  representing  at  least  a 
majority  of  the  entire  capital  stock  of  the  company,  to 
change  its  name  to  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Com- 
pany"; and 

Whereas,  it  is  desired  and  proposed  to  consolidate  the 
other  railroad  companies,  parties  hereto,  with  the  said 
Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  of  Virginia,  under 
the  authority  above  recited,  and  to  change  the  name  of  the 
said  Company  to  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Com- 
pany ;  and  to  that  end  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Rail  Road 
Company  of  Virginia  is  to  accept  the  said  Act  at  the  stock- 
holders' meeting  called  to  consider  this  agreement;  and 

Whereas,  by  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina,  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  and 
re-enact  chapter  two  hundred  and  eighty-four  of  the  laws 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  concerning  the 
Wilmington  and  Weldon  Railroad  Company,  and  to 
authorize  that  Company  to  change  its  name  to  the  Atlantic 
Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  of  North  Carolina,"  ratified 
the  24th.  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1899,  it  is,  among  other 
things,  enacted  as  follows  : 

"That  authority  hereby  is  given  to  the  Wilmington  and 
Weldon  Rail  Road  Company  to  consolidate  or  to  merge  its 
railroads  with,  or  to  buy  or  lease  the  railroad  or  railroads 
of  any  other  railroad  company  with  which  it  may  connect, 
either  directly  or  indirectly,  organized  under  the  laws  of 
this  State  or  of  any  adjoining  State  which,  under  the  laws 
of  this  or  such  other  State,  may  have  power  to  consolidate, 
merge,  sell  or  lease  its  road;  and  any  such  other  company 
shall  have  the  right  to  consolidate,  merge,  sell  or  lease  its 
railroad  in  whole  or  in  part,  with  or  to  the  Wilmington  and 
Weldon  Rail  Road  Company;  and  such  consolidation, 
merger,  sale  or  lease  may  be  made  between  the  Wilmington 
and  Weldon  Rail  Road  Company  and  any  other  such  com- 
pany upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  a  majority  of  the  stockholders  of  each  corporation 
entitled  to  vote  at  all  stockholders'  meetings;"  and

Whereas,  It  is  desired  and  proposed  to  consolidate 
with  the  said  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Rail  Road  Company, 
that  portion  of  the  railroad,  property  and  franchises  of  the 
Norfolk  and  Carolina  Rail  Road  Company,  party  hereto, 
which  is  situate  within  the  State  of  North  Carolina;  and 
that  portion  of  the  railroad,  property  and  franchises  of  the 
Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  of  Virginia,  party 
hereto,  which  is  situate  within  the  State  of  North  Carolina; 
and  that  portion  of  the  railroad,  property  and  franchises 
of  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  of  South 
Carolina,  party  hereto,  which'  is  situate  within  the  State  of 
North  Carolina,  and  also  the  railroad,  property  and  fran- 
chises of  the  South  Eastern  Rail  Road  Company,  party 
hereto,  which  is  situate  wholly  within  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  under  the  power  and  authority  of  the  Act  last 
above  referred  to  and  in  part  recited,  and  under  other 
powers  as  held  by  the  said  Companies;  and  then,  under  the 
power  and  authority  of  the  same  Act,  to  consolidate  the 
Wilmington  and  Weldon  Rail  Road  Company  with  the 
said  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  of  Virginia; 
and 

Whereas,  power  and  authority  is  given  under  the  gen- 
eral laws  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  to  any  railroad 
company  created  and  organized  under  the  laws  of  that 
State  and  operating  a  railroad  either  wholly  within,  or 
partly  within  and  partly  without  that  State,  to  merge  and 
consolidate  its  capital  stock,  franchises  and  property  with 
those  of  any  other  railroad  company  or  companies  organized 
and  operating  under  the  laws  of  that  or  any  other  State, 
whenever  two  or  more  railroads  of  the  companies  proposing 
to  be  consolidated  shall  form  a  continuous  line  of  railroad 
with  each  other  or  by  means  of  any  intervening  railroad, 
upon  certain  terms  and  conditions  which  are  specifically 
set  forth  in  Article  H  of  Chapter  51  of  the  Civil  Statute 
Laws  of  South  Carolina;  and 

Whereas,  by  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  the 
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manner  in  which  railroad  companies  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  other  states  or  countries  may  become  incor- 
porated in  this  State,"  approved  the  9th.  day  of  March, 
1896,  it  is,  among  other  things,  enacted  "That  each  and 
every  railroad  company  or  railroad  corporation  created  or 
organized  under  or  by  virtue  of  any  government  other  than 
that  of  this  State,  desiring  to  own  property  or  carry  on 
business  or  exercise  any  corporate  franchise  in  this  state  of 
any  kind  whatsoever,  shall  first  file  in  the  office  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  a  copy  of  its  charter,  paying  therefor  such 
fees  as  may  be  required  by  law,  and  cause  a  copy  of  such 
charter  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Registrar  of 
Mesne  Conveyance  or  Clerk  of  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in 
each  county  in  which  such  company  or  corporation  desire's 
or  proposes  to  carry  on  its  business  or  to  acquire  or  own  prop- 
erty.  Such  copy  of  the  charter  shall  be  authenticated  in 
the  manner  directed  by  law  for  the  authentication  of  the 
statutes  of  the  state  or  country  under  whose  laws  such  cor- 
poration is  chartered  or  organized;"  and 

Whereas,  it  is  proposed  and  desired  to  consolidate  the 
Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  of  South  Carolina 
with  the  said  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  of 
Virginia,  and  to  that  end,  in  compliance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Statute  last  above  referred  to  and  in  part  re- 
cited, duly  authenticated  copies  of  the  charter  of  the  said 
Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  of  Virginia  have 
heretofore  been  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
at  Columbia,  in  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  and  recorded 
in  the  office  of  the  Registrar  of  Mesne  Conveyance  or  Clerk 
of  Court  ol  Common  Pleas  in  the  following  counties 
through  which  the  said  Company  proposes  to  carry  on  its 
business  or  to  acquire  or  own  property,  to-wit :  Aiken, 
Bamberg,  Barnwell,  Berkeley,  Charleston,  Chesterfield, 
Dorchester,  Clarendon,  Darlington,  Florence,  Williams- 
burg, Horry,  Kershaw,  Marion,  Marlboro,  Orangeburg, 
Richland  and  Snmter;  and 

Whereas,  it  has  been  agreed,  and  hereby  is  agreed,  by 
and  between  the  several  railroad  companies,  parties  hereto, 
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that  such  consolidations  shall  be  made  upon  the  terms  and 
conditions  hereinafter  set  forth  : 

Now,  therefore,  this  Indenture  Witnesseth : 

First  :  That  the  Norfolk  and  Carolina  Rail  Road  Com- 
pany, party  hereto,  doth  hereby  consent  and  agree  that 
that  portion  of  its  railroad  and  appurtenances  which  are 
situate  within  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  as  well  as  the 
franchises  which  have  been  granted  to  said  Company  by 
said  State,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  merged  and  consolida- 
ted with  and  sold  to  the  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Rail  Road 
Company  ;  and  the  said  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Rail  Road 
Company,  party  hereto,  doth  hereby  consent  and  agree  that 
that  portion  of  the  railroad  and  its  appurtenances  of  the 
said  Norfolk  and  Carolina  Rail  Road  Company  which  are 
situate  within  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  as  well  as  the 
franchises  which  have  been  granted  to  said  Company  by 
said  State,  shall  be,  and  hereby  are,  consolidated  and  merged 
with  and  sold  to  the  said  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Rail 
Road  Company  ;  and  to  that  end  the  said  Norfolk  and 
Carolina  Rail  Road  Company,  in  consideration  of  the  sum 
of  One  Dollar  to  it  in  hand  paid  and  of  the  securities  which 
it  is  to  receive  under  the  terms  of  this  consolidation  as  here- 
inafter set  forth,  doth  hereby  grant,  bargain,  sell,  assign, 
transfer  and  convey  unto  the  said  Wilmington  and  Weldon 
Rail  Road  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns  forever,  the 
following  property  to-wit : 

All  and  singular,  that  portion  of  the  main  line  of  the  said 
Norfolk  and  Carolina  Rail  Road  Company  extending  from 
the  boundary  line  of  the  States  of  Virginia  and  North 
Carolina,  southwardly,  through  the  counties  of  Gates, 
Hertford,  Bertie,  Halifax  and  Edgecombe,  a  distance  of 
about  sixty-six  miles,  to  and  into  the  town  of  Tarboro,  in 
the  county  of  Edgecombe,  North  Carolina,  and  all  the 
branches  thereof,  including  the  roadbed,  right  of  way  and 
superstructures  of  the  said  main  line  and  branches,  as  well 
as  all  depot  grounds,  stations  and  other  real  estate  of  every 


kind  and  nature  belonging  to  the  said  Norfolk  and  Carolina 
Rail  Road  Company  situate  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina, 
in  any  of  the  aforesaid  counties  ;  together  with  such  per- 
sonal property  only  as  may  be  contained  in  the  said  depots 
or  station  houses,  and  also  all  the  franchises  of  said  Com- 
pany which  have  been  granted  to  it  by  the  State  of  North 
Carolina. 

To  Have  and  to  Hold  the  said  property  and  franchises 
above  described  unto  the  said  Wilmington  and  Weldon 
Rail  Road  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns  forever: 
Subject,  however,  to  all  liens  existing  thereon. 

Second  :  That  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company 
of  Virginia,  party  hereto,  doth  hereby  consent  and  agree 
that  that  portion  of  its  railroad  and  appurtenances  which 
are  situate  within  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  as  well  as 
the  franchises  which  have  been  granted  to  said  Company 
by  said  State,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  merged  and  consoli- 
dated with  and  sold  to  the  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Rail 
Road  Company  ;  and  the  said  Wilmington  and  Weldon 
Rail  Road  Company,  party  hereto,  doth  hereby  consent 
and  agree  that  that  portion  of  the  railroad  and  its  appur- 
tenances of  the  said  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Com- 
pany of  Virginia  which  are  situate  within  the  State  of 
North  Carolina  as  well  as  the  franchises  which  have  been 
granted  to  said  Company  by  said  State,  shall  be,  and 
hereby  are,  consolidated  and  merged  with  and  sold  to  the 
said  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Rail  Road  Company  ;  and  to 
that  end  the  said  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company 
of  Virginia,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  One  Dollar  to 
it  in  hand  paid,  and  ot  other  valuable  considerations,  doth 
hereby  grant,  bargain,  sell,  assign,  transfer  and  convey  unto 
the  said  Wilmington  and  W.ddon  Rail  Road  Company,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  forever,  the  following  property, 
to-wit ; 

All  and  singular,  that  portion  of  the  main  line  of  the  said 
Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  of  Virginia  extend- 
ing from  the  boundary  line  of  the   States  of  Virginia  and 
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North  Carolina,  southwardly,  through  the  county  of 
Northampton,  a  distance  of  about  seven  miles,  to  its  junc- 
tion with  the  main  line  of  the  Seaboard  and  Roanoke  Rail 
Road  Company  in  the  village  of  Grarysburg,  North  Caro- 
lina, and  all  the  branches  thereof,  including  the  roadbed, 
right  of  way  and  superstructures  of  the  said  main  line  and 
branches,  as  well  as  all  depot  grounds,  stations  and  other 
superstructures  and  real  estate  of  every  kind  and  nature 
belonging  to  the  said  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Com- 
pany of  Virginia  situate  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  in 
the  counties  of  Northampton'  and  Halifax  ;  together  with 
such  personal  property  only  as  may  be  contained  in  the 
said  depots  or  station  houses,  and  also  all  the  franchises  of 
said  company  which  have  been  granted  to  it  by  the  State  of 
North  Carolina. 

To  Have  and  to  Hold  the  said  property  and  franchises 
above  described  unto  the  said  Wilmington  and  Weldon 
Rail  Road  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  forever: 
Subject,  however,  to  all  liens  existing  thereon. 

Third  :  That  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company 
of  South  Carolina,  party  hereto,  doth  hereby  consent  and 
agree  that  that  portion  of  its  railroads  and  appurtenances 
which  are  situate  within  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  as 
well  as  the  franchises  which  have  been  granted  to  said 
Company  by  said  State,  shall  be,  and  herebj'  are,  consoli- 
dated and  merged  with  and  sold  to  the  said  Wilmington 
and  Weldon  Rail  Road  Company  ;  and  the  said  Wilming- 
ton and  Weldon  Rail  Road  Company,  party  hereto,  doth 
hereby  consent  and  agree  that  that  portion  of  the  railroads 
and  appurtenances  of  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad 
Company  of  South  Carolina  which  are  situate  within  the 
State  of  North  Carolina,  as  well  as  the  franchises  which 
have  been  granted  to  said  Company  by  said  State,  shall  be, 
and  hereby  are,  consolidated  and  merged  with  and  sold  to 
the  said  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Rail  Road  Company;  and 
to  that  end  the  said  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Com- 
pany  of   South  Carolina,   in   consideration  of  the  sum  of 


One  Dollar  to  it  in  hand  paid  and  of  the  securities  which 
it  is  to  receive  under  the  terms  of  this  consolidation  as  here- 
inafter set  forth,  doth  hereby  grant,  bargain,  sell,  assign, 
transfer  and  convey  unto  the  said  Wilmington  and  Weldon 
Rail  Road  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  forever, 
the  following  property,  to-wit : 

All  and  singular,  that  portion  of  the  main  line  of  the 
said  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  of  South  Caro- 
lina, extending  from  the  boundary  line  of  the  States  of 
North  Carolina  and  South  Carolina,  eastwardly,  through 
the  counties  of  Columbus  and  Brunswick,  a  dis- 
tance of  about  sixty-three  miles,  to  its  connection  with  the 
main  track  of  the  Wilmington  Railway  Bridge  Company 
on  the  western  bank  of  the  Cape  Fear  River  at  the  station 
known  as  Navassa,  in  Brunswick  county,  North  Carolina  ; 
and  also  that  portion  of  the  Wilmington  and  Conway 
Branch  of  said  Railroad  Company,  extending  from  the 
boundary  line  of  the  States  of  North  Carolina  and  South 
Carolina,  northwardly,  through  the  county  of  Columbus,  a 
distance  of  about  twenty-five  miles,  to  and  into  the  town  of 
Boardman,  in  the  county  of  Columbus,  North  Carolina  ; 
and  also  that  portion  of  the  Gibson  Branch  of  said  Railroad 
Company,  extending  from  the  boundary  line  of  the  States 
of  North  Carolina  and  South  Carolina,  northwardly,  a  dis- 
tance of  about  one  mile  to  and  into  town  of  Gibson,  in  the 
county  of  Richmond,  North  Carolina  ;  and  also  that  portion 
of  the  Wadesboro  Branch  of  said  Company,  extending  from 
the  boundary  line  of  the  States  of  North  Carolina  and  South 
Carolina,  northwardly,  a  distance  of  about  fourteen  miles, 
through  the  county  of  Anson,  North  Carolina,  to  Wades- 
boro Station  in  said  County  ;  and  all  branches  to  the  main 
lines  as  above  described,  including  the  roadbed,  right  of 
way  and  superstructures  of  the  said  main  lines  and 
branches,  as  well  as  all  depot  grounds,  stations  and  other 
superstructures  and  real  estate  of  every  kind  and  nature 
belonging  to  the  said  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Com- 
pany of  South  Carolina,  situate  in  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  in  any  of  the  aforesaid  counties  and  in  the  county 
of   New  Hanover,   together   with  such  personal  property

only  as  may  be  contained  in  the  said  depots  or  station 
houses,  and  also  all  the  franchises  of  said  company  which 
have  been  granted  to  it  by  the  State  of  North  Carolina.

Fourth  :  That  the  South  Eastern  Eail  Road  Compaii}', 
party  hereto,  doth  hereby  consent  and  agree  that  its  rail- 
road and  appurtenances,  situate  wholly  within  the  State  of 
North  Carolina,  as  well  as  the  franchises  which  have  been 
granted  to  said  Company  by  said  State,  shall  be,  and 
hereby  are,  consolidated  and  merged  with  and  sold  to  the 
said  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Rail  Road  Company  ;  and 
the  said  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Rail  Road  Compauy, 
party  hereto,  doth  hereby  consent  and  agree  that  the  rail- 
road and  appurtenances  of  the  said  South  Eastern  Rail  Road 
Company,  situate  wholly  within  the  State  of  North  Caro- 
lina, as  well  as  the  franchises  which  have  been  granted  to 
the  said  Compauy  by  said  State,  shall  be,  and  hereby  are, 
consolidated  and  merged  with  and  sold  to  the  said  Wil 
mington  and  Weldon  Rail  Road  Company  ;  and  to  that 
end  the  said  South  Eastern  Rail  Road  Company,  in  consid- 
eration of  the  sum  of  One  Dollar  to  it  in  hand  paid  and  of 
the  securities  which  it  is  to  receive  under  the  terms  of  this 
consolidation  as  hereinafter  set  forth,  doth  hereby  grant, 
bargain,  sell,  assigu,  transfer  and  convey  unto  the  said 
Wilmington  and  Weldon  Rail  Road  Compaii}'.  its  succes- 
sors and  assigns,  forever,  the  following  property,  to- wit  ; 

All  and  singular,  the  main  line  of  the  said  South  Eastern 
Rail  Road  Company,  extending  from  the  village  of  Elrod, 
in  Robeson  County,  North  Carolina,  southeastwardly, 
through  the  counties  of  Robeson  and  Columbus,  a  distance 
of  about  twenty-one  and  a  half  miles,  to  and  into  the  town 
of  Boardman,  in  the  county  of  Columbus,  North  Carolina, 
and  all  branches  thereof,  including  the  roadbed,  right  of 
way  and  superstructures  of  the  said  main  line  and  branches,
